a few weeks with glass or some of 
the special paper caps to protect from 
lite frost or cool nights. With all 
bedding plants, it is a good plan to 
Pinch back after transplanting and 
especially to remove any flowers or 
buds. This pinching encourages stout- 
er and healthier growth and in the 
end we get much hardier and bigger 
blooms, In transplanting, too, it will 
help against shock, if we give a pinch 
of chemical fertilizer placed close to 
but not touching the roots. 


Maximum Production 

When the garden js small and one 
wants to make the most of it, there 
two 
crops or practically so on the same 
piece of land. Of course In this inten- 
sive sort ofvegetable gardening, extra 
fertilizer is essential and the soil must 
be well worked and rich. In double 
cropping we alternate rows of an 
early kind with a later one, for in-' 
stance, radish and carrots or lettuce. 


g and beans, or peas and potatoes. We 


also have less space han normal be- 
tween the rows, if necessary 12 or 15 
jaches, The early stuff, of ourse, 
comes on quickly and is used up be- 
fore the later maturing vegetables 
require full room. Another practice 
is to follow the harvesting of the first 
vegetables like the peas lettuce, spin 
ach, radish, early onions, etc with 
another sowing of the same or some- 
thing else that will be ready say in 
August or September. Then there are 
eertain crops like squash, pumpkins 
that we can plant in the outside rows 
of corn, or we can have staked toma- 
toes along the end of any vegetable 
row and cucumbers along the fence. 

With flowers, too, it is possible to 
get double crops, in fact nearly all gard 


i eners do, and some have more. Among 


the spring flowering bulbs they set 
out well started petunias, asters, zin- 


i| hias, marigolds, etc. These come into 


bloom within a short time after the 
last tulips, and in some cases the first
